THP ROUTE BY STAGE. 

The stage, and there is only one route 
at present running from the railroad 
into the Klamath Lake country, starts 
from Pokegama. a logging camp at the 
terminus of the Kiamath Lake Ran- 
road, a jerkwater line which leaves the 
main line at Thrall in Northern Call- 
fornia, and climbs laboriously up the 
Klamath River and switches back to 
the adjacent tableland, a distance of 
twenty-four miles, and a climb of 3000 
feet. The fare on the rafiroad, in com- 
mon with stage fares throughmut Cen- 
tral Oregon, is 10 cents a mile. 

Being the largest stretch of territory 
in the United States not penetrated by 
a railroad, Central Oregon still pre- 
serves the stage coach with all its 
frontier glory and traditions except 
only those which have to do with hos- 
tile Indians and highway robbers. The 
line from Pokegama to Klamath Lake 
is operated by the Oregon Stage Com- 
pany, runs daily and consists, during 
the summer segeon at least, of a dou- 
ble-header, one ‘six-horse and one four- 
horse team, each with Its thorough- 
brace mountain service making 
the run of thirty-six miles with three 
relays of horses im a little over five 
hours running time. 

WITH A VETERAN DRIVER. 

Tt fell to my lot to ride with “Al” 
Decker, the oldest driver on the line 
and one of the most experienced and 
most ekiliful employed on any line in 
the State.

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} In an interview just grant- 
ed to a representative of Stock His- 
tory, a Wall-street publication, Leslie 
M. Shaw, ex-Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and president of the Carnegie 
Trust Company, pointed out the coun- 
'try’s great need of a merchant ma- 
rine, scored as a political move the 
‘mobilization of our warships in Pacific 
waters, and urged conservatism along 
all lines. He said: 

“There is little use of urging on the 
country the great advisability and 
necessity of a merchant marine. Our 
equipment in ocean-carrying vessels 
is such as to call upon us the contempt 
of the civilized world. A timely Mus- 
tration of our inadequacy in this re- 
gard is the necessity of the United 
States peying a half million dollars 
to foreign vessels to carry coal to the 
Pacific for the use of our navy. What, 
pray, could we do in case of war, when 
| foreign nations, according to interna- 
tional law, would refuse us the use of 
their ships? - 

“In no sense are we ready for war 
with any foreign country. We have 
no large powder supply on hand, and 
what our factories can manufacture in 
thirty days our navy would consume 
in two days.

In 1905, 1,026,499 immi- 
grants were admitted; in 1906, 1,100,- 
735. and in the present fiscal year 
the total will exceed the record of 
1906 by many thousands. Since June 
30, 1900, 6,000,000 have been admitted, 
of whom probably 5,500,000 have 
settled permanently in the United 
States (about equal to the entire popu- 
lation of Canada and nearly double 
the population of Massachusetts.) 

A striking and hopeful fact is that 
less than 5 per cent. of the newcomers 
have reached the age of forty-five. Of 
the 1,100,735 arrivals in 1906 fiscal 
year, 913,955 ranged in age from four- 
teen to forty-four, 136,273 were less 
than fourteen years of age, and only 
50,507 had reached or passed the age 
of forty-five. More than two-thirds 
of the immigrants were males, the fig- 
ures being 764,463 men and boys and 
336.272 women and girls. 

About 28 per cent. of the total num- 
ber were illiterate—a very large pro- 
portion when census reports show that 
only 6.2 per cent. of the total white 
population of the United States, and 
only 4.6 per cent. of the native-born 
whites in 1909 were illiterate.
